REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The information disclosure statement filed on 8/2/2006 has been considered by 
the examiner. Claims 1-20 filed on 8/2/2006 have been considered in view of the 
specification and the drawings of this application with respect to the references of the 
record. Claims 1-20 have been considered with the interpretation in view of the 
specification for the means plus function language. Claims 1-20 include a formula as a 
means for calculating a time-to-trip function. Since the claims recite a plurality of means 
plus function for a device for thermal overload protection of an electrical device 
including means for calculating a time-to-trip in accordance with the formula as a 
function of the means, the claims have been considered as complied with the statutory 
subject matter requirement. The references of the record taken alone or in combination 
fail to teach or suggest the means plus function including the time-to-trip formula 
function as recited in the claims.
